DRAPER.

CORONER'S INQUIRY. 


At the Magistracy this morning, Mr. H. E. 
Wodehouse opened an fr. quiry into the circums- 
tances connected with the death of Mr. F. b, 
Draper, late water inspector of the Public 
Works Department, who dled at the 'Civil 
Hospital last Sunday morning from the effects 
of m fall over the -verandah at the back of 
Beaconsfield Arcade. . 

Low-on, office boy In the employ of the 
Comptolr National D'Escompte de Paris, 
Beaconsfield Arcade, stated that on the 
th dost, at ins pm. be was in a water- 
closet at the back of the bank's premls 
and heard a nolse which he supposed to be 
crused by a man fliing into the yard. He did 
not at once go out to see what had bappened 
bat called two fotis, whom he sent fe 
stable. In company with the con 
four d the deceased, who had fallen on 


in the back court-yard, The constable took-|. 


charge of the man and carried him away, 
Mauda Singh, P.C, 603, stated that on the 
6th fmetant at rx,15 pm. be was on duty 
near the Hongiong and Shanghai Bank. The 
last witness took blm to a Coutrt-yard 
at the back of Beaconsfield Arca ¢, There 
be sew the deceased lying unconscious on the 
ground, He pocured a chair, and with the 
asslstarce of another constable took deceased to 
the Government Civil Hospital. He asked 
deceased what hac happened, but he made no 
reply, . Deceased apy eared to be fn rent, pain. 
C. A. Plumb, residing on the top floor 
of No, §, Beacon: field Arcade, stated that 
deceased #  {otimate friend of bis, He 
(deceased) was «water Inspector attached 
to the Pabllc Works Départment, and was 
dismissed from the service last Friday mom- 
fog. He last saw him alive on Saturday aight 
about-rr p.m:- “He bad some friends arhir house 
that night, and deceased was: sitting on the sola, 
bot never joined in the conversation. Deceased 
was the lant person to go away, and as he left 
tbe room he told him to be carefol of the 
verandah, Deceased replied “all right.” The 
deceased was under the influence of drink, and 
trembled considerably when on bis cg, 
During the recent typhcon part of the verandah 
‘had been’ blown down, ard a lot of obstacles 
were inthe road Peccased went away alone, 
and other guests Ic ft about three or fou minutes 
before him, They each had a ‘night-cap’ before 
leaving. Draper resided In Staunton. Street, 
‘The verandah {n question was at the extreme 
east end of Beaconsfield Arcade,’ and a portlon 
of it was contiguous to the west end of Battery 
Pathway and a portion of Buiterfield and Swire's 
compound, The verandah bad a ralling right 
along it abcut ‘three feet high, He did not go 
oat with the deceased, and never head any- 
‘thing. Witness west out on Sunday mornin 
atro o'clock and then heard of deceased's 
death. He bad not been to see the place where 
Draper fell. Deceased must have elther given a: 
lurch and gone over the verandah rail, orstumbled 
over some corrugated fron on the verandah. It 
would be quite easy for anyone to fall over the 
verandah, for the rail was only about three feet 
high, He didn’t thinis there were any suspicious 
clreumstances attach:d ‘to the case. Deceascd 
had either an umbrella of a stick when he left 
witness! house, On the night fn question witness 
had ument with a friend, and both the dis- 
Dutants lost thelr tempers over it, The night was 
pitch dark, and to make thiogs worse there were 
no lights on the verandah. : 
Detective-Sergeant McIver sald he had visited 
the-scene of the occorrence on the morning of the 
7-b instant, He went into the last witness! rcom, 
and saw the spot where the deceased had 
fallen, : which was about 27 yards distant and 
half-way between the last wliness' room and the 
Battery Pathway, The verandah was not 
blocked up with rubbish at the tlme.. It was 
rather a dangerous verandah for a man to walle 
along on a-dark'night-—there being no light and 
the ralllng only about three fect high. “Theplace 
where deceased appeared to have fallen would 
give a drop of about 45 fet from the verandah 
to the court-yard below. He did not attach any 
suspicion to the case, .
